2. (U) The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week of 10-16 June 1977 were highlighted by the following 
items : 

a. (U/AIUO) During the reporting period, the 
Office of Security initiated action to debrief all 
members, employees and consultants of the recently 
abolished President's Foreign Intelligence Advisory 
Board (PFIAB) who hold Sensitive Compartmented 
Information (SCI) access approvals. In many 
instances, the debriefings will be administrative 
because the individuals involved are employed in 
positions requiring SCI access approvals not 
related to PFIAB activity. 

b. (C) On 10 June a representative of the 
Office of Security met with representatives of 
the Office of Special Investigations, Department 
of the Air Force and of the Technical Division, 

Office of Security, Department of State to develop 
community standards and a common language appro- 
priate to the ballistic threat to vehicles and 
armoring countermeasures. 

c. (U/AIUO) Over the period 13 through 
15 June appropriate security support was afforded 
the DDCI in connection with travel occasioned by

2. (U) The activities of the Office of Security 
during the week of 3-9 June 1977 were highlighted by the 
following items: 
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c. (U/AIU0) On 6 and 7 June, the Office of 
Security provided appropriate support attendant to 
the photographing of designated areas within the 
Headquarters Building by two photographers from 
Time magazine. 

d. (U/AIUO) During the reporting period, 
the Office of Security prepared and disseminated 
instructions on proper paragraph markings for 
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Sensitive Compartment ed Information C^CI) to Agency 
codeword control officers. This action supplemented 
the recently, issued directive on classification by 
paragraph, and dealt with specifics when SCI material 
was involved. ■ • 
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f. (U/AIUO) On 9 June, a defensive briefing 
was provided to Mr. T, Coleman Andrews, a former 
assignee to the Council on Economic Policy who held 
SCI. access approvals until January 1977. Mr. Andrews 
intends to travel to the Soviet Union, and his request 
for briefing was made via the National Security Council. 
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
